Believe Fire Incendiary 


That the fire was started by a 
pyromaniac is the theory being fob 
lowed by Constable Geoftge Conlon 
of El Cerrito. Trustees Kurt Gray 
and Fred Lutz of El Cerrito, also 
were of that opinion. Chief of Po- 
lice Dan Cox of Richmond, declared 
that from his investigation the blaze 
‘had either been started by a fire 
bug, or ‘by boys playing in the build- 
ing. 

Mrs. C. B. Dukeshire, whose home 
is at the rear of the school building 
reported that she saw an automo- 
bile leave the the school ground 
shortly before the flames broke out. 

Left at Noon 


H. W. Hunt, of 1109 Nevin avenue, 
Richmond, janitor at the school, 
stated last night that he left the 
building shortly after 12 o’clock 
yesterday noon, and that at that 
time everything was in good order. 
There had been no fire in the build- 
ing for several days. 

There were no collections of oily 
rags which might have caused flames 
from spontanous combustion, ac- 
cording to Hunt. He also declared 
that the flames started at the stair- 
way in the basement of the building 
considerable distanee from the fur- 
nace where oil is used. 

When the blaze was first discov- 
ered smoke was rolling out of the 
basement: windows. An alarm was 
turned in at El Cerrito, but it was 
found impossible to cope with the 
flames, and aid was asked from 
Richmond and Albany. Fire engine 
No. 3, encountered mé@chanical dif- 
ficulty on the way to the fire, and 
an engine was brought from Berk- 
eley to pump water through the 
3500 feet of hose laid to the blaze. 

Nothing Saved 


Nothing was saved from the schoo¥ 
house, a two story frame structure, 
which burned rapidly. Cars were 
parked for a mile tn either direc- 
tion along San Pablo avenue and 
the by-streets, and hundreds wits 
nessed the flames. 

The building was érected in 1909, 
It had six rooms and grades up te 
and including the seventh were 
taught there.
